Mr. Yu's Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 of may 29, 2007 is noted. In the 
Declaration, Mr. Yu has shown that Adler' magnesium compound (RMgX) p (MgX2) q is 
not functionally equivalent to Fottinger's magnesium compound MgR n X 2 - n , i.e. the 
catalyst prepared by the process of the instant claims using magnesium compound 
(RMgX) p (MgX 2 )q provide unexpected higher catalytic activity compared to Fottinger's 
process which uses magnesium compound MgRnX 2 . n . Thus, the claimed process is not 
an obvious modification of the cited prior art and the instant claims are now in the 
condition for allowance.
